Direct radio communication with 
several continents may seem like a 
fabulous dream to most people, but it 
is an every-day reality with the mem- 
bers of 'the Lower Mcrioii Amateur 
Radio Club. 

Organized (about two years ago to 
further the art of short wave communi- 
cation and promotion of friendships 
among amateurs, the club is .composed 
of sonic half dozen young men, most 
of them 'residents of Narberth. 

! Its president is Edwin A. Speakman, 
of 234 Hampden Avenue, Narberth, 
who .graduates, from Haverford Col- 
lege next week. His station call is 
W3AUR. Jordan H. Gaul, of 10 Iona 
Avenue, Narberth, is secretary-treas- 
urer, his call being W3IM.

The possibilities of amateur radio 
communication may be indicated by 
the fact that Admiral Byrd's radio 
messages from Antarctica on his trip 
to the South Pole were received by 
this group of amateurs. These mes- 
sages, as Edwin Speakman pointed out, 
were laboriously transmitted by Morse 
code to the New York Times station in 
New York City. Since they were 
copyrighted by The Times no one else 
could publish them but there was no 
restriction upon receiving them over 
the air. 

"Many of the stories," Speakman 
said, "were not published for several 
days after their reception at The Times 
station. Others were published a few 
hours later. On one occasion a story 
was not published until ten days after 
I heard it. So if we felt ambitious and 
it was difficult to take down since it 
was sent at the rale of 35 words per 
minute, requiring close attention, we 
could read about Byrd's adventures 
often several days before the stories 
appeared in the New York Times."

Predicting the Weather Is a Function of 

Charles Decker, Observer for the Main Line 

Station at Narberth Has Been in Existence for Thirteen 

Years; Records Furnished to Philadelphia 

and Washington. 



Mark Twain is supposed to have ob- 
served that everyone talks about the 
weather but no one does anything 
about it. One man who does more 
than talk about it, however, is Charles 
J. A. Decker, who maintains the only 
official U. S. Weather Bureau Station 
on the Main Line at his home at 68 
Wynnedale Avenue, Narberth. 

This station, which has been in oper- 
ation for thirteen years, furnishes re- 
ports to the Philadelphia Weather Bu- 
reau and to the Bureau at Washington, 
D. C., as well as to the local com- 
munity weekly papers of the Living- 
ston Publishing Company. 

Operating a weather bureau is not 
such a simple matter as one might 
think. Mr. Decker has in his house 
and grounds a very complete and in- 
teresting set of meteorological instru- 



ments of great sensitivity for record- 
ing weather conditions. 

Merely recording the maximum and 
minimum temperatures, which is done 
twice daily, involves Consulting the 
thermometers which are placed in a 
shaded receptacle on the lawn. These 
readings have to be taken at the same 
time every day regardless of rain, 
snow, hail or other disturbances of the 
elements. 

One of the most interesting of Mr. 
Decker's instruments is the wind 
Anemometer, which records the veloc- 
ity of the wind. This gauge consists of 
three cup-like iron shells fastened to 
the weather vane on top of the garage. 
Wires run to the dial in Mr. Decker's 
study, where he can read at a glance 
the speed of the wind. A sudden gust

Kolkwitzia Amabilis has been given 
the easier name of Beauty Bush by 
its introducer, the late Ernest H. Wil- 
son. By any name it would be a most 
beautiful shrub, long, gracefully dropp- 
ing branches laden with delicate pink 
bells. It was a real treat to view on 
June first. It takes several years to 
flower the shrub from a small plant, 
but it is well worth waiting for.

When cutting peonies leave at least 
two leaf branches on the old stem to 
help ripen eyes for next season. 

Pyracajitha Lalandi is also called the 
Fircthorn. Here is a shrub 1 It has 
everything, evergreen, pretty in flower, 
wonderful in winter with its brilliant 
fruit, graceful in its irregular form and 
thorny enough to keep out any ani- 
mal. It is fussy in one characteristic 
and that is in moving it. Get pot 
plants and do not try to transplant 
large field ■ plants. . The variety coc- 
cinea is almost as showy. The pyra- 
canthas are sometimes listed as Cra- 
taegus as they are closely related to 
the hawthornes.

Cut roses with long stems and there, 
by prune the bush at the same time. 
And cut your rose stems to a five 
leaflet leaf; never to a three leaflet leaf, 
as new buds are formed at the five 
leaflet leaf intersection; 

Warm, moist weather makes most 
favorable for aphids of all kinds and 
colors. Aphids like easy work and 
attack young, tender shoots or tender 
buds. Lately they have taken a fancy 
to beech leaves, particularly copper 
beeches. A forceful spray from a 
power sprayer using nicotine and soap 
is the best control. Aphids do real 
harm by sucking sap from tender 
branches and leaves but are compara- 
tively easy to combat.

Birds like a shallow bathing place. 
About one-eighth to one-quarter of an 
inch is the right depth. A deeper bird 
bath that holds a fair amount of water 
may hold. a stone for a bathing beach. 
Birds are poor swimmers. A tree or 
shrub should be nearby for the drying 
off process.

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Predicting the Weather Is a 
Function of Charles Decker 
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may cause the pointer to jump across 
the face of the dial and just as quickly 
subside. The highest velocity which 
has been recorded since the installation 
of this instrument is SS miles per hour, 
Mr. Decker said. 

Also on the lawn is the rain and 
snow gauge by which the amount of 
rainfall can be determined in . inches 
and fractions of an inch, and the water 
content in snow. 

Among the equipment of the station 
which is kept in the house is a Sling 
Psychroinctcr for ascertaining the 
humidity and the dew point; a stand- 
ard mercurial barometer which can be 
read to a thousandth of an inch; a 
Barograph, a self-recording barometer 
which traces fluctuations of air pres- 
sure on a chart from hour to hour; a 
Thermograph, a self-recording ther- 
mometer, which makes a continuous 
trace on a chart of the changes of 
temperature. 

Mr. Decker receives numerous in- 
quiries about the probable state of the 
weather. Everyone, of course, is in- 
terested in whether it will be fair so 
that they can do so-and-so. He re- 
called one occasion a couple of years 
ago when a woman in a nearby section 
called him up, saying she had planned 
a fete for that week-end and wanted 
to know what the prospects were for 
good weather. Whereupon Mr. Decker 
consulted his instruments and looked 
at the daily records, which led him to 
believe the skies would be sunny and 
the day propitious. But along came 
the appointed day and in the middle of 
the afternoon a thunder and rain storm 
blew up which made a fete out of the 
question. "I never had any more in- 
quiries from that woman," said Mr. 
Decker, laughing, "and no doubt she 
thinks I'm a fake." 

Mr. Decker's official title is a "co- 



operative weather observer," which 
means that he receives no compensa- 
tion for the work. He once asked 
Bliss Perry, of the Philadelphia 
Weather Bureau, why they did not 
have paid men do that sort of work. 
"Because," was the reply, "we find that 
people who do it as a hobby are really 
more interested in it and will probably 
do a better job than someone who has 
to be paid to do the work." Which 
sounds like a good argument for the 
amateur in any field. 

In addition to his work as a weather 
observer, Mr. Decker is interested in 
observing the stars and has a mounted 
telescope in his house. Conditions 
here are not very favorable for such 
work, he has found, since so many 
nights are cloudy. 

Last month Mr. Decker served as a 
member of the official reception com- 
mittee for the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress of Liverpool on the invita- 
tion of Mayor Walker, of New York. 
The Lady Mayoress is Mr. Decker's 
sister. 

Mr. Decker is a member of the 
American Meteorological Society and 
of the Pacific Astronomical Society. 

He will sail the latter part of June 
for England, where he will spend July 
and August.

Gained by Radio Glub 



Newtown Square. Defeated 
in First Twilight Game 
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is 'mutual with amateurs in any coun- 
try and being in constant communica- 
tion over the air many close friend- 
ships are built up. When Speakman 
went to St. Louis last winter, for ex- 
ample, to exhibit the Automatic Race 
Timer which he invented, at the radio 
show there, he met one of his radio 
friends with whom his contact previ- 
ously had been entirely over the atr. 
At "his home Speakman has Lall 
Cards" from friends in all parts of the 
world. 

Sending and relaying messages com- 
prises one of the principal occupations 
of amateur radio operators. 1 ne 
Lower Merion Club is a member of 
the American Radio Relay League 
which handles as many as 20,000 mes- 
sages a month. These are of all kinds 
from friendly greetings to messages 
of more import. "We don't send any 
Christmas greetings Jbut nearly any 
other kind of a message we read lv 
transmit," Speakman said. On one 
occasion I sent a message to Los An 
ccles which was received there in ten 
niinutcs. At another time I translat- 
ed a "^sagc from Florida to Norns- 
town." The nice part about sending 
messages via radio amateurs is that 
there is no charge, since they cannot 
receive remuneration for their services. 
"If this service were more widely 
known we would probably be swamped 
with messages to relay," Speakman 
said, "but people don't seem to realize 
the possibilities of amateur communi- 
cation by radio." . 
•'All amateurs," Speakman explained 
"use short wave lengths and operate 
on about SO watts power. These 
waves are reflected from the upper at 
mosphere in what are called skip dis- 
tances.' That makes it possible for 
us to communicate with Australia, for 
instance, while an intermediate point, 
like "St. -Loiiis, cduld not pick "the mes^ 

SR "Wc know all the amateurs by their 
call letters," he continued, "and recog- 
nize their call by. the soundof the code 
and the ■rhythm which differs shghtl> 
for each, operator." 

Experiments constitute another .field 
of activity of the Lower Merion Raflto 
Club Speakman is particularly inter- 
ested in short wave experiments and 
long-distance communication. KoD- 
crts handles most of the clubs mes- 
sages and is an official relay station. 
Timin and Auberger are experimenting 
with television and have received pic- 
tures over the air. 

Speakman has been in comnuimta 
tion with five continents and has been 
heard in six. He has communicated 
with amateurs in thirty countries and 
has been in toUch with the Graf /ep : . 
pelin and heard weather reports across 
the entire country. » , -
